Thu interests of tho country deinund 
that the now housu sliuuld bo called to- 
gether early in December, although it 
would seem to bo the settled doterininn- 

tion of the disgraced and discarded gov- 
ernment, who are lidding ou to their 
ljortfolio3 for the aako of the anlarios 
which uttach, to postpone that event 
until the latest possible moment. The 
policy of tho government is delay. They 
delayed tho dry dock, delayed the island 
railway, delayed the general elections, 
and now t'loy will delay calling tho house 
together until lute in tho winterer oarly 
in the aprin-;. There exists on tho jour- 
n.ils of the iiouso a rusolution which re- 
quires that the house shall not bo called 
together later than a y;iven date in Jan- 
uary. That resolution was openly disro- 
gardcd last session and legislative work 
was prolonged into the spring. There 
are signs that the government intend, if 
loft to their own devices, to postpone 
what will bo to thorn the ovil day to the 
latest poasiblo moment. If allowed to 
pursue this course they will seriously re- 
tard public business and interfere with 
tho private and constitutional rights of 
members. It is scarcely necessary for us 
to remind tho country that the elections 
on tho 2'lth of July settled tho faio of 
the government. Had they boon honest 
politicians they would have resigned the 
luomont the result became known ; but 
thoy have ln.lJ on to their seats with a 
desperation born of despair in the hope 
■jf cnrruptirig a sufhcient number of op- 
position meuibfr.i to give them a major- 
ity. The defection of William .\r.m- 
sTiiosG was a gain rather than a loss to 
the oppoaition. Tho result in Yale has 
driven tlio last nail into tho government's 
cotlin ami tlioy .should re.nign inunediately 
or do tho next befil thing- call the house 
together caily. " I'lie bird that can sing 
and won't sing, must be made to ^ing. ' 
So with *h'< government; if they will not 
call tho house together at an early date, 
thiere is a constitutional force which, if 
applied, can compel them to so. 

That Shonsliaoine. 

Yale. B. C, Oct. 30th 1882. 

To IHE Eliitou; — I notice in a recent 
ijiiue of your iiiorning eontoiuporary two 
communications from Yalo signed respcc- 
tirely "Observer " and "Justice" which 
cannot be allowed to pass without contra- 
diction of the nijst emphatic kind, seeing 
th.at they are tho production of certain 
rib-atablrin;^ inenibers of Mr. Hum- 
phreys following; ,ir.d are intended to in- 
jure the charaderii, ruin tlie reputation 
of respectable lueinbers of tho commun- 
ity here, solely for the reason that they 
took a loading part in securing Mr. 
Martin'."! election anddofeating Mr. lium- 
phreya. 1 may in passing, say that it is 
not much to the credit of the judgment 
of the presiding genius of the Standard 
that he should accept such malicious and 
libellous reports and givo them the prom- 
inonco of display headings before insur- 
ing himself of their truth or falsehood. 
Huch precipitancy is not consistent with 
what we consider tho legitimate freedom 
of the prrsa. It is rather wanton and 
lualicious license. 

The communications in question are a 
tissue of malevolent fabrication and mis- 
representation from beginning to end. 
Tho alleged "slianghaeing" so far from 
having any political Higiiificaiico was sim- 
ply a good humored joke as must be ap- 
parent to every cuiulid reader of the fol- 
lowing statement of facts. 

Mr. Peck, who lived hero for tho past 
20 years, and who was personally known 
to me for fourtooi of those years during 
which wo wore on the most friendly 
terms, died eight days after the alleged 
attempt to "shanghae" him, and the 
cause of his. death, if tho truth were 
known, was nothing else than the "free 
forty-rod" so liberally di-spensed by Mr. 
Humphreys' committee at their head- 
quarters ill JlcGirr's so-called "Palace" 
saloon . To say that he was filled with 
whiaky at tho Cascade House is simply a 
deliberate lie, without the shadow of a 
foundation in fact. Tho night before 
the polling a meeting of Mr. Martin's 
supporters was hold in tho Caledonia 
hall at which a whiikeyfied contingent of 
Mr. Humphreys' supporters were present 
for the express purpose of making trou- 
ble and putting a stop to the meeting. 
Mr. Peck was among tho number, primed 
like tho nthors with McGirr's strong 
waters. After tho meeting had closed he 
wont witli the crowd to the Palace saloon 
to take something more. By and by ho 
wandered into the Cascade House and 
found Mr. Martiu's supporters quietly 
chatting over the meeting. Mr. War- 
wick, tho purser of the R. P. Rithet was 
treating at the time and having boon jo- 
kingly intrfiduced to ]Mr. Pock a.s the Op- 
position canditlate askoel him to have a 
drink to show there was no ill-feeling. 
Mr. Peck drank a glass of brandy and 
then reached for some water. Mr. Vin- 
cent passed him a glass containing water 
and accidentally spilt tho contents on 
Mr. Peck's beard. This latter incident 
is the only ground tho worthy correspon- 
denta of tho veracious Standard have for 
saying that liquor was poured down his 
throat. Mr. Vincent then jokingly said 
that if he did not agree to vote for Mr. 
Martin they would have to send him to 
his own candidates headquarters. A 
wheelbarrow was accordingly procured 
and Mr. Peck seating himself in it with 
the laughing remark that it was tho first 
ride he had had for a long time, was con- 
veyed to Mr. McGirr's and left at tho 
door. He was helped by tho night 
watchman into tho saloon, whore, how- 
ever, he did not remain long, as ho put 
in an appearance at the Cascade Houso 
in about half an hour aftor. Mr. Vin- 
cent then said this was not to bo tolerated 
us the house was Mr. Martin's headquar- 
ters and a Huinphroyite could not be al- 
lowed to haunt it. A proposal was then 
made to ship him on board the R. P. 
Rithet, one party consisting of Mesrrs. 
Dodd, Vincent and myself conveying him 
to tho boat, while Mr. Insley and others 
went up to McGirr's to tell tho party 
there that ono of thoir men was being 
' 'shanghaed. " Mr. McGirr apparently 
appreciated tho joke for he treated over 
it and his alleged visit of indignation ac- 
companied by Pinlay McLennan was the 
merest farce. An a matter of fact on 
their attempting to induce Mr. Peck to 
come ashore they were directed by him 
to seek that place where overcoats are 
superfluities and the paving commission- 
ers use "gcod intoniiond." In some con- 
sternation and forgetting that the boat 
did not leave until late next morning the 
two worthies wont to Mr. Dowdney and 
having awoke him, stated their case. He 
knowing, aa any one with a grain af com- 
mon sense would, that tho whole thing 
yraa a joke, "sent tho fooLi further" and 



told them to go to Mr. luiycraft who 
told them to go homo. '1 hoy had enough 
sense to know that this wr^s good advice 
and they accordingly acted on it, leaving 
their "shanghaed" supporter to take 
care of himself. This he was presuma- 
bly able to do, for he showed up in duo 
time at tho polls and recorded his vote 
for Mr. Humphreys ne.xt day, having 
been awakened before the boat left in ac- 
cordance with the diruL-tions of the alleg- 
ed "shanghaers" given the night before. 
Mr. Peck took the whole atfair in the 
light of a good joke and expressed his re- 
gret that he had not gone to Xow West- 
minster and had a good time at the ex- 
pense of the practical jtikers. On the 
uiorniiig of the polling ho came into tho 
Cascade Houso and asked for aomo bran- 
dy "on the strength of the joke." This 
was given to him and this was the lost 
drop he had in the Cascade House. Tliis 
can be proved beyond tho possibility of 
(luestion and goes to show how utterly 
groundless tho evil charges which have 
been made by "Ob.server" and "Justice" 
are. I defy the said gentlemen (/) to 
contradict or disprove ono single item in 
the above statement of facts. Mr. Hum- 
phrey's supporters must have taken his 
defeat very bitterly to heart when thoy 
had to reaort to such pitiful dodges aa 
magnifying a mere joku to tho dignity of 
a political intrigue and endeavoring to 
sling filth and mud of the kind in quus- 
tion to asperse the characters of better 
men than themselves. 

In a word, sir, tho attempt to hido tho 
utter rout of their candidate is a tissue of 
lies such as Fal.statt' hud used to utter and 
which wore characterized by Prince Hal 
as "like the author of them, gross, 
palpable and disgusting." As to the ex- 
citement over Mr. Pock's death which 
they allege exists here, I have simply to 
say that it can be found only in the mud- 
dled imaginations of the writers. If 
drink caused poor Mr. Peek's death, tho 
poison was procured where Humphreys 
com mittee. diponaed tiieir liberal liba- 
tions and nowhere else. Whether tho 
election is to bo contested or not 1 do not 
protend to say, but, this I do say, that F 
am very much mistaken in my estimate 
of Mr. Humphreys' common soii.se if lie 
will initiate any such foolish move. 

Finally, Mr. Editor, the alime of those 
"snakes in the grass" who dare not write 
over their own signatures might woll be 
regarded by tho parlies aspersed with 
the contempt born of disgust, but for one 
thing that outsiders who do not know tho 
facts of the case inii^ht givo thoir lies 
credence. This is tho reason why I have 
troubled you with this somewhat lengthy 
letter in order, speaking professsonally, 
to "put the saddle on tlio right horse." I 
again repeat that 1 challenge "Observer" 
and "Justice" to come riglit over their 
own nainoa in answer to the above state- 
ments for I will take no notice of any 
further anouymcus lies, fabricated for 
such base purpose, and .worthy only of 
the rib-stabbing assassin of Italy or the 
murderous thug of India. Youra, etc,

\]\ interesting struggle fur the carrying 
trade of the Pacific c^a.st ia ulj^ut lo be 
precipitated by the completion the 
several now Pacitic railway.s. In the first 
place, there is tho Canadian Pacific, richly 
endowed with cuslt and land and with 700 
miles of road already in operation. It 
has this year completed its lino westward 
from Winnipeg more than half wiiy to the 
Rocky Mountains. It has broken ground 
on the division from Port Moody, on 
Uurrard Inlet, e.istward to tho mniintaiiis. 
It only has 1,900 miles in all to build, its 
resources are immense, and its managers 
are working with energy. This road pro- 
mises to have iCs own steamship line to 
(Jhina aiul .laii.'Wi , and it will certainly 
have a line connoctiiig with the .\ostra- 
liaii stuainahiiia at Saii I'Vanciaco. That 
the Canada. .Pacilic will be built clean 
through in ja\.very few years, perhaps one 
or tw'o, 'i8"no*, apparently, an assured 
fact. Next.in.prdor is the Northern Pa- 
cific. This Toad is going ahead with 
great rapidity. There are only G05 miles 
yet to build. Thu proiniso is distinctly 
made that in 15 months trains will run 
directly through from Puget Sound to 
St. Paul, connecting thence with tho great 
trunk lines running to thu Atlantic coa.st. 
The company lias plenty of inonoy, No 
reason is apparent why the pruiniae of 
early complotion should not be kept. Tho 
central line to tho Pacific has long been 
in operation. Tlien, finally, there is tho 
Southern Pacific. This company promises 
to complete and open for business its line 
from the Gulf of Mexico to tlie Pacific 
coast, via San Antonio, in October. It 
is feared that the opening will be a little 
delayed, but the expootatiim i.s to run 
trains from San Francisco to (JalvesLon 
and New Orleans ,as early aa by tho middle 
of tho month.

Ee Vo&tllatos His Vlo^7s on Labor 
and, Oasltal. 

Ni:w Yi KK, (.)ctober 21. — At b re- 
lepiioii gi\ eu to Henry George at the 
Cooper liiMtiiulc last night, which was 
largelv attended, he khkI: '' We citi- 
zenn of the United .Statea are ro.sjionsi- 
ble for the fact tlial there is, to-day, 
a king sitting u[ion n tliroiio in Europe. 
Had we, of this Republic, been true to 
democratic principles ; had we been 
true lo ourselves, there would not 
now, in my opinion be a crowned head 
in Europe. [Applau.se.] But what 
.shall we say, when over liure where 
every citizen ban a right to vote, wlieie 
fill power is in the hands of tlie people, 
the ina.sse8 of workers are but little if 
any better off tlrnn on the other side 1 
What is the use of Democratic iiiRtitu- 
tiona to men who cannot got a living 
without cringing and buying and sell- 
ing their mimliood ? [Applause.] Can 
wo prate and boabt of our institutions 
when w(i n'a<l of people dying of starv- 
ation — when we liavn nlni.Hhousos in 
every city ? I tnlk of these things bo- 
cause thoy Imve burned into my mind 
bv what I have .seen on tile other side, 
and Ijccati.se tliey are things every Am- 
erican ought lo take to heart. Every 
man wlio de.sircs to labor blioiild be 
permit Led to receive that which he pro- 
duce.s. I congratulate yov upon hav- 
ing made a start in the right direction. 
The labor question must bo brought 
into politics. It is not charity, but 
justice that in wanted.

California, whore tho Southern Pacific 
.-.ends down trains to the sea-shore laden 
with wheat for deep-sea ships. .Should 
tho export tiade of San Fraiiciaco, now 
the Queen city of the coa.-it, be diroctod 
to the overland routes, a startling change 
w^oiild takb. placo in her fortunes as a city. 
But that .' is tho question: whether tho 
trade will be diverted or not. 

The (pieatioii ia discuasod voi'y generally 
among the merchants of San 1' ranciaoo 
now. The current opinion is that no 
very large part of the surplus products of 
the Pacific coast can over be oxportod to 
the markets where they are now sold by 
the overland routes. The Southern Pa- 
cific Company have announced that after 
thoir trains begin to run through to New 
Orleans no sailing vessel can earn a larger 
freight from San Francisco to Liverpool 
than 5Ca. a ton; the trade will sock tho 
railroad rather than pay a higher price. 
The inference is that the railroad can 
ship grain to Europe on through bills of 
lading from San Francisoo at a charge not i 
to exceed 56s. a ton. It is doubtful if tho 
road can afford to charge much less, and 
it is certain that sailing vessels can, so 
that it seems probable that shipping will 
hold its own against tho railroads, and 
find as much employment in the Pacific 
coast trade as ever. Tho opinion i> that 
the railroad routes, by giving tho farinors 
increased f<icilities for export, will tend 
tu increase production and in the end 
benefit the shipping trade of tho coast. 
San Francisco merchants believe that this 
part of tho continent will always be, as it 
lias been so far in its brief history, one 
of tho most profitable resorts for deep-sea 
ship|)iiig in tho world. Tlitro is to be a 
struggle, however, before tho (piestion is 
settled; and, in view of the nearness of 
tho fight'how, a feW facts about tho trade 
of tho Pacific coast and tho largo points 
which shipowners have made in it may be 
of interest at this time. 

Groat fortunes have boon made by the 
owners of ships yjijch have traded to this 
romantic cdaat.''"'^In the- early days of the 
gold eicitoinent, tho owner of a fast ship 
could got any price ho ohoso for a voyage 
to San Francisco. Freights from New 
York were S-IO and $50 a ton. Tho Sov- 
ereign of the So.is, a great clipper of 
2,420 tons, built at Boston, ia rememb- 
ered as ono of thu lucky vessels of those 
exciting times, for she made $200,000 in 
her first 11 months of operations. Every- 
thing that was needed in California, even 
food, had to bo sent to her at first. A 
very large number of vessels paid for 
themselves consequently in their first 
year, leaving their netoarnii.gs thereafter 
as pure profit for their owners. Many 
great fortunes were founded with the pro- 
fits of the clipper ships which carried 
goods to tho Pacific coast in tho early 
days of its sottloment. iMuch of tho 
capital put into our American railroads 
by rich Now Englandors was accumulated 
in that trade. The extravagant rales of 
freights earned in the early years gave 
way after a while to more moderate but 
still very good figures. After 18G5 Cali- 
fornia began to export wheat, and again 
high freights began to be talked of. In 
1868 ths Burpriaing fertili^ of tb« toil of 



the State led to the production of an un- 
expected wheat crop, mure than 20,0U0,- 
000 bushels, from less than a million acres 
of ground. Tho State could not consume 
it. . There wjis a large demand for deep- 
sea vessels to export it to Europe. The 
ships came from all parts of tho world, 
arid from that year down to the present 
time, Califori^ia has gone on, enlargnn^' 
her export trade, until it is now so largo 
and profitable that huinlreds of vessels 
cumo to her ports every year in ballast, 
merely for the sake of tho return cargoes 
to Europe. In 1872, there was a fight in 
S;in. Franci--<co for tlu?conU'i'l of the wheat 
business. I'reighta bad been £',) per ton 
to Liverjiool, a good and paying rate. 
During the struggle between Mr. Friod- 
lander and the -^'grangors," or farinors, 
rates rose to £5 l.'ia. per ton, a freight 
that took everybody's breath away, and 
turned tho eyes of shipowneis tho world 
over towards San Francisco. Freights 
remained high through the year. In 
1873, as much as £6 5s. was once paid; 
and in 1874, £4 lis (id. was paid several 
times. These jirofitablo rates, it may be 
nionti -ned, wetc obtained by English 
ships; and I dare say that many a fino 
English iron clipper in the port of San 
Francisco lo-d.iy owe.s its oxistonce to tho 
rich uariiiiigs of those threo or four lucky 
years. Wo do not quite understand, in 
this country, why it is that English ships 
have managed to secure by far the largest 
of all this wheat export trade from Cali- 
fornia up to the present time, and why 
they soom us a rule to obtai]!, tho best 
rates of freights. Such is tho fact how- 
ever. In 1870. there were too manj' 
ships in San Francisco and too little 
wheat, and freights took a drop toSl lOs. 
a tun, a rate which fcjr a time frightened 
everybody away from tho port. But next 
year £2 IGs. was obtained. In 1881, the 
crop w.as immense. Ships named their 
own rates, and they ropeatedlj' got £4 
and £4 .^s. In ono exceptional case, £C 
was earned by a handy ship that was 
wanted for a special service. This year, 
rales aro down again to from £2 12.'.. to 
£3 per ton. But they will soon be higher 
again. In fact, a gi^od crop of wheat in 
Oulifornia has always meant, so far, a 
lively demand for shipping, and a rich 
harvest of profit for owners. 

California wheat, barley, and tlour, (_'o 
almost wholly to Europe. F'rom 300 to 
376 cargoes a year are sent away from 
here, and not uvur 50 go to any other des- 
tination than to Liverpool direct or to 
Cork for orders.. The exportation now 
amounts lo 650,000 tons of wheat, 60,000 
of barley, and 700,000 barrels of flour 
yearly, a handsome trade towards which 
a trans-continental railroad company 
might well direct longing eyes. Tho sur- 
plus of the Stuto is about 40,01^0,000 
liuahels, but a part of it goes inland to 
the mountains and plateaus, to support 
tho mining population. Thero is little 
doubt but that the surplus will bo double 
that amount ten yisars hence. Tho 
acreage planted with wheat increases 
every year, and the crop is raised in a 
State famous for the fertility of its soil, a 
yield of 40, 50, and 55 bushels of wheat 
to the acre being too common an event to 
attract particular notice.
